IN THE SENATE. 
RECKONED WITHOUT THBIR HOST. 
Special Dispatch to Tac Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 24.—The Demo- 
cratic Senators to-day experienced the responsi- 
bilities of leaderst%p, and discovered, to their 
regret and humiliation, what formidable oppo- 
sition they will have to encounter in the able, 
skillful, and eloquent Republican minority. In- 
deed, the Republicans proved themselves a mi- 
nority only in numbers. They are still the com- 
manding spirits in all great questions, and fore- 
most in parliamentary leadership. ‘The simple 
thing that the Democrats had to do this morn- 
ing was to complete the organization of the 
Senate by discharging the old officers and ap- 
pointing ex-Confederates in their places. The 
Democratic caucus leader indicated by the 
assurance with which be rose that this 
would involye but the formal work of a few 
minutes. The result was a 88 0 1 of more than 
five hours, which took a range topics from 
the War of the Rebellion until now. 

THE MOST REMARKABLE FACT 
of all was that the triumphant leaders of the 
majority party in the first year of the ascen- 
dency of the returned Bourbons in the Senate 
were put upon the defensive, and compelled to 
make an apology to the country and seek justi- 
fication for the course. To an observer in the 
galleries, the thought would certainly never 
have occurred that Anthony, Blaine, and Conk- 
ling were representatives of the minority party. 
The debate was one of the inost important and 
significant that has occurred for many a day in 
the Senate, and was but a precusor of similar 
great debates to come. 
MR. WALLACE, 

Chairman of the Democratic caucus, furnished 
the pretext for the debate by the presentation 
of a caucus resolution that the Senate should 
proceed to the election of officers. To the sur- 
prise of the Democrats at first, and to their dis- 
may afterwards, Senator Anthony rose to pro- 
test against achange then, in a speech which 
exhibited great research and a minute know!l- 
edge of the early history of the Senate. He 
traced the records of the Senate officers from 
the foundation of the Government, and showed 
that it had been left to the Bourbons of to-day 
to disregard the history of the Senate, to violate 
its traditions, and to remove faithful officers 
without cause. 

The speech was delivered like one of those 
eulogies for which the Senator is noted, and, 
while it was the obituary of the Republican of- 
fice-holding in the Senate, it was 

A SEVERE ARRAIGNMENT 
of the Democracy for hypocrisy and incon- 
sistency. Going back twenty years to the time 
when Mr. Anthony first entered the Senate 
Chamber, he drew a sketch of the officers of the 
Senate he found there, who had even been 
twenty years in their places, and who, although 
Democrats, the Republicans have continued for 
their knowledge and efficiency to this day. 
To the surprise of the Democrats in the Senate, 
he presented a list of thirty such officers, all 
Democrats, and many of them pronounced and 
aggressive Democrats, who baye been permitted 
to retain their places through all the days of 
Republican rule.

FINANCIAL UNEASINBSS IN LONDON. 

Lonpon, March 21.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
says: It would be useless to remain silent 
longer respecting the uneasy feeling that exists 
in the city. To those who are accustomed to 
feel the pulse of Lombard street and vicinity 
the aspect presented during the last week has 
been such as to remind one of occasions with 
which we are far from instituting a comparison.

WHAT NEXT? 


Talking by Thunder and Lightning~A New 
Autographic Telegraphic System, by Meaus 
of Which a Man Can Transmit His Own 
Handwriting Hundreds of Miles Away. 

Cincinnati Enquirer, March 23. 

At the last meeting of the Electrical Society 
of the Ohio Valley, held at their rooms in this 
city on the evening of March 19, Mr. James W. 
See presented a detailed description, illustrated 
by photographs, of his new autographic tele- 
graphing system, which he terms the Electro- 

antograph. Mr. S. has had his European spec- 
ification in London over two years, and as the 
public presentation of the -subject before the 
above-named Society, of which he is & member, 
was the direct result of an article appearing in 
our columnssome days ago, to the-effect that 

a similar system was soon to be made public in 

London, we have felt called upon to go over the 

papers read before the Electrical Society, and 

digest it for the benefit of our readers. 

By means of this system oe may walk into 
a telegraph office, pick up a lead-pencil, stick 
its point through a hole in the end of a pointed 
rod attached to the instrument, and write his 
message, or letter, or check, or note of haud, 
in any language, short-hand or long-hand, good 
writing or bad, and as he does so a similar pen- 


cil at a station hundreds of miles away follows 
every movement, and this pencil coincidently 
produces a perfect dundcate of the author's 
writing. This affair opens up fine questions as 
to What constitutes a legal note of hand. There 
can be ho doubt but what such a note is actu- 
ally written by the maker. No intermediate 
precess intervenes between the maker and the 
distant note, and the law does not say how 
long or how short a pencil must be, or whether 
it is to be made of wood and blacklead, or of 
wire and batteries and retorts, and electro- 
magnets and mechanism. 

Mr. See’s system is based on the theory, fully 
demonstrated iu his paper, that lines, no matter 
bow complex tber may be, possess but two es- 
sential elements: direction and length: and 
there are but two fundamental directions; and 
that all possible directions are formed by a com- 
bination of two of these fundamental directions. 
The fundamental directions are down, left, 
right, and up. ‘The effect of a combination of 
two directions is fully defined by the well-known 
philosophical laws of resultant forces, the fun- 
damental elements of all lines being the compo- 
nents. 

The intrument consists of four keys closing 
four electric circuits. These keys are opened by 
the rotation of toothed vinions, and the pinions 
are rotated be toothed racks having articulated 
rods attached. The pencil socket is at the 
puncture ot these rods. A movement of the 
pencil in ove direction will affect a series ef 
breaks in one circuit and not affect the other 
three. The number of breaks is in proportiou 
to the length of the line. If the pencil be 
moved in a curve it will result in a 
series of breaks in two circuits, and the rela- 
tive number of breaks will depend on the rela- 
tion between the two component directions of 
the curved line. The day syed features of the 
instrument are similar to the portions just de- 
scribed save that imsvead of rotating pivions 
breaking a circuit breaks in the circuit are 
caused to rotate the pinions. This is accom- 
plished by means of four electro-magnets whose 
armatures at each break in the circuit rotate the 
pinion as far as the pinion which broke the cir- 
euit rotated. 

The instrument thus possesses vast executive 
powers. Itanalzyes the writing as it is pro- 
duced; separates it into its component ele- 
ments transmits one of these clements over 
one circuit and another over another circuit at 
the same time; and as a receiver it receives 
separately the ‘component elements of lines, 
properly combines them, and delivers them 
exactly as received. The author at the sending 
end places his pencil at the top of his sheet ot 
paper; ee weird pencil at the receiving station 
takes ffs position at a corresponding spot 
upon its sheet of paper; the author fin- 
ishes a line and returns to commence a 
new one; the receiving pencil returns to 
commence its new line, and when the sender fin- 
isbes and gives the final flourish to his signa- 
ture, the obediept receiving pencil passively 
does the sameJand waits for more influences 
from abroad. When the sender lifts his pencil 
from the paper, and returns to eross at or dot 
an i, the receiying pencil lifts, moves mysteri- 
ously through the air, crosses its t, etc., and 
goes on as the sender does. 

This lifting of the pencil is effected by means 
which have not yet been described. The pen- 
cil at the receiving office stands normally away 
from the paper, but is held down to the paper 
by an electro-magnet as long as a fifth circuit 
is closed. This fifth circuit is kept closed by 
the sender’s pencil being down. If the. sender 
lifts his pencil this circuit opens, the electro- 
magnet loses its force, and the receiving pencil 
lifts from the paper to return only when the 
sending pencil does. 

But a single instrument is employed, it being 
both a sender and areceiver, and any number 
of them may be-placed in a single line. ‘The 


normal condition of the instrument is out of 


action.“ ‘The usual signals are employed upon 
any one of the circuits, and, upon a station be- 
ing called, a response is given, the sheet placed 
in position, the pencils placed in unison, and, the 
receiving Jever turned, the pentil begins its 
magic journey. 


WELCOME TO GRANT. 


General Pian of the Monster Excursion to 
San Francisco—One Cent a Mile—Fifty 
Thousand Men Expected to Take Part. 

By Telegrapnh to New York Herald. 

Omana, Neb., March 21.—Letters have been 
received at the headquarters of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, written to an officer of the 
Central Pacific from the manager of the pro- 
posed excursion to meet Gen. Grantin San 
Francisco on his return. It appears from the 
communications that the movement is sanction- 
ed by the leading Republicans of the Senaté and 
House of Representatives, and letters are pour- 
ing in from the Southern States with assurances 
that every Congressional district will by repre- 
sented, not less than 200 being from New 
Orleans, and the response from the Eastern 
States is not less general. Indianapolis, Col- 
umbus, and other cities are also eager for the 
scheme, and will have many representatives. 
The affair is being worked up by Congressional 
districts, the Chairman of the Central Commit- 
tee acting as agent, with County Central Com- 
mitteemen as assistants. ‘The latter report in 
turn to the Chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee, and they to G. W. McMullen & Brother, 
Chicago. The important question of rates, 
which will determine to a great extent the num- 
ber of excursion! ifte, is in the hands of ex- 
perienced railroad men, who have prepared care- 
ful estimates of the lowest rate ever before of- 
fered excursionists, for the proposed round trip 
—which is $100 from the Pacific roads. and $20 
from the Eastern points to Omaha. It is as- 
certained that the actual expense of carriage 
far an excufsion of the dimensions proposed 
will not exceed $2 per capita for 1,200 miles, 

It is believed that a rate little more than $5 
for the round trip could be secured between 
Eastern points and Omaha, while for the round 
trip from Omaha to San Francisco $20 will prob- 
ably be charged. making the railroad) fare for 
the entire trip from any point in thé country 
about $25, or less than ove cent per mile. It is 
estimated that at this rate not less than 50,000 
wili make the trip. Correspondence bas been 
opened with the hotels and dining-stations 


along the line to secure corresponding reduc- 


tions. It is proposed to occupy three weeks in 
the trip, remaining cue week in San Francisco. 
Each line of railroad of the standard gauge is 
expected to furnish coaches for its own passen- 
gers, who will be sent through without change, 
running at the rate of perheps twenty miles 
to the hour, making stops obly for wood and 
water. The Facile railroads will procure the 
necessary number of additional locomotives 
from other lines where hundreds are now lying 
dle. ‘The strictest measures will be taken to 
protect the railroad and to prevent anv but bona 
fide excursionists taking advantage of the reduc- 
tion of rates. It is proposed that the éxcursion 
shall be controlled exclusively by a body of 
managers, to avoid an overwheiming onslaught 
on public men and officials for passes. Certifi- 
cates will be issued to each excursionist by 
county committeemen, countersigned by the 
Chairmen of Congressidnal districts, and 
upon these the Chairmen of the State Central 
Committees will issue, tickets. The plan is 
fully developed, but every effort has been made 
to keep the details from th the public.

Record of J 1 New Suits,

The Appellate Court yesterday only filed one 
opinion, that in the case of the Village of Hyde 
Park ve. H. F. Waite aud others, which was to 


‘set aside a special’ assessment. The Village of 


Hyde Park, under an ordinance of Jan. 4, 1876, 
levied a special assessment for laying and con- 
structing a vater · pipe along one of its streets. 
Judgment, however, was on confirmation on the 
sole ground that 287%¢ feet of cast-iron water- 
pipe supply-pine, mentioned in the ordinance, 
had been laid prior to the passage of the or- 
dinance. 
December following, reciting the former one 
and ordering a new assessment on the de- 
linquent property for the amount of the 
deficiency. Numerous objections were made 
to the confirmation, only one of which was de- 
cided by the Appellate Court. That was that 
there bad already been an assessment for the 
identical work and the confirmation of that as- 
sessment refused, wherein judgment was final! 
and conclusive in the tase. ‘The village, there- 
fore, was established from proceeding, except on 
on the record of the former proceeding and 
judgment, from which it should have taken an 
appeal. The County Court overruled the objec- 
tion, but the Superior Court sustained it. 

The Appellate Court beld that the judgment 
of the Superior Court was erroneous. The 
argumentin support of it Was based on the as- 
sumption that the issue in the County Court 
on the application for confirmation of 
the first assessment was onthe power of the 
village to assess for an improvement in part 
made before the passage of the ordinance, and 
the position taken was that the finding for the 
objectors on that issue, whether right or wrong, 
must be conclusive against any attempt to as- 
sess for that improvement until it should be re- 
versed in a direct proceeding. There was in the 
record no sufficient warrant for the assumption. 
‘The ordibance deseribed the improvement for 
which it directed the assessment as cer pe 
to be laid, while the proof showed that a on 
of that for which the assessment was made had 
been laid. On that ground alone the Court 
refused the confirmation, but whether 
it adjudged as matter of law that 
the village had no power to assess for such an 
improvement was not what was described in the 
ordinance under which the assessment was 
made, did not appear. ‘The former was not to 
be 14 especially as the Sapreme Court 
had declared the law to be the contrary. If the 
latter, the infirmity was cured by the last ordi- 
nance. The issue on the application for con- 
firmation of the first assessment was on the 
sufficiency of the first ordinance, and of the 
proceedings under it, as on the application for 
confirmation of the new assessment it was on 
the sufficiency of the last ordinance, and of the 
proceedings under it, While the last ordinance 
was thought to be made necessary 
by what was held to de a defect in the first, vet 
as authority for the new assessment it was 
wholly independent of the first, and the pro- 
ceedings/under it were de novo as to the ob- 
jectors. * neither case was the question ot 
power involved, and hence the judgment on the 
first application could not be a bar to the 
second. |The judgment of the Superior Court 
would therefore be reversed and the case ro- 
manded.

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THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Ie It a Falture? 
Kew York Woria, 

por some time nothing bas been heard from 
Mr. Edison of bis progress in dividing and cheap- 
ening the electric licht. For some months no 
addition has been made to the experimental 
lichts which are kept burning rather as adver- 
tisements than as practical illumtuators. The 
corridor of the Equitable Building continues to 
be lighted with electricitv, but the example set 
there has not been followed. Almost the only 
serious effort made on this side of the ocean to 
supersede gas by electricity for the usual pur- 
poses of a light was that made in the Assembly 
Chamber of the new Capitol at Albany. The 
Commirsioners were understood to be anxious 
to introduce the new illuminator if its practica- 
bility could only be proven, and a single even- 
ing session successfully beld without the 
aid of gaslight would greatly have encouraged 
the development of the new industry. It was 
announced that one inventor after another had 
privately exhibited his apparatus in the new 


chamber, and for days at a time had had op- 
portunity to study and if he could to overcome 
the difficulties of successfully lighting a room 
in which the problem was much simpler than 
usual. Yet not only bas the electric licht not 
been used for a single session, but none of the 
inventors or patentees have risked a single pub- 
lic exhibition of his device. The inference is that 
the licht, in all the forms in which it has hither- 
to been introduced here, is a failure even for 
the purpose of lighting a single great apart- 
ment for two or three bourse. Mach more is 
there reason to believe that an attempt to ap- 
ply it to domestic purposes, where it must be 
much further subdivided, would be a failure. 

This is not precisely what we expected when 
American tourists of a scieutific or picturesque 
turn returned from the Exposition last summer 
with rosy accounts of the achromatic rays mat 
dad turned the midnightof } Great spaces in Paris 
into noon. It was reasonable, then, to expect 
that by this time private enterprise, since mu- 
nicipal enterprise was out Of the question, would 
have shown us Union Square and Madison 
Square lit up by the same splendors which had 
dazzled tourists in the Place de l’Opera and on 
Waterloo Bridge. But the 82 of the 
electric licht. which is still only a curiosity 
here, bas not been more rapid within these eight 
or ten months in Europe. By a curious eoin- 
cidence the late mails have brought us four 
articles from eminent men of science in which 
the clectric light is discussed. Prof. Tyndali’s 
interesting account of the light, published in 
the /ortnightly Aeview, is purely a scientific and 
historical exposition, and does not deal with the 
econumic or otherwise practical aspects of the 
actual problem. In the course of bis paper he 
takes occasion, however, to pay this compliment 
to Mr. Edison: 

Such minds resemble a liquid on the point of 
crystallization. Stirred by a hint crystals of con- 
structive thought immediately shoot through them. 
That Mr. Edison possesses this intuitive power in 
no common measure is 12 by what he has al- 
ready accomplished. has the penetration to 
seize the relationship of facts and principles, and 
the art to reduce them to novel and concrete com- 
binations. Hence, though he has thus far accom- 
—.— nothing that we can recognize as new in re- 

tion to the electric light, an adverse opinion as to 
his ability to solve the complicated problem on 
which he is engaged would be unwarranted, . 
Knowing something of the intricacy of the prac- 
tical problem, I should certainly prefer seeing it 
in Mr. Edison's hands to having it in mine. 

This last sentence does not indicate its au- 
thor’s belief that Mr. Edison or anybody else 
can bring the electric light into use hand over 
hand.“ so to speak. But among the writers who 
have dealt with the question are several who 
take the practical view of it which Prof. Ty: 
dall neglects. Mr. W. Mattieu Williems m 
in the Journal of Science’ A Contribution to the 
History of Electric Lighting.“ Mr. W. H. 
Preece prints in Nature a paper on Gas vs. 
Electricity,” and Dr. William Wallace writes, 
for the /uurna! of the Societ ‘ety of Aria, an article 
on “Gas Illumination.“ Mr, Williams’ paper 
is mainly an account of the experiments of Mr. 
Starr, the inventor of the device which was em- 
bodied in what is known as King's patent,“ an 
English ingention patented inl may fe 
the platinum wire, and well known to all 
sons who have read u the subject. he 
writer was associated with Mr. Starr, of whom 
and of whose labors he tells the story, from 
which it appears that the e difficul that 
confrent inventors to-day were known and at- 
tacked by this young Englishman over thirty 
years ago, and by him found insuperable. At 
the end of this account and by way of moral to 
his story Mr. Williams gives his own view of the 
problem which has again arisen after a whole 
generation has elapsed: 

I only heard the murmurs of the capitalists. who 
londly complained of expeaditures without re- 
sults. They nad dreamed the same dream that Mr. 
Edison has recently redreamed and has told the 
world so loudly. ey supposed that the mechan- 
ically exeited current might be carried along great 
lengths of wire and the carbons interposed where 
required, and that the same electricity would flow 
on and do the duty of illumination over and over 
again ag a river may fall over a succession of weirs 
and turn water-wheels at each. Mr. Starr knew 
better. „ Ae a matter of fact, the progress 
made in electric lighting since Mr. Starr's death, 
thirty-one years ago, bas been very small indeed. 
As regards the lamp itself, no progress whatever 
has been made. „During the mtervening 
thirty years I have abstained from further med- 
djing with the electric light, because all that I had 
seen then and have heard of since has convinced 
me that—although as a scientific achievement the 
electric light is a splendid success—its practical 
application to all purposes where cost is a matter 
of serious consideration is a complete and hopeless 
failure, and must of necessity continue to be so. 

Mr. Williams offers his theoretical objection, 
which scems to have great force, to the notion 
that electricity can ever come to supersede or 
even rival gas for general purposes: 

There is yet another consideration, and one of 
vital importance, to be taken into acconnt, viz. 
that, whether we use the electric light derived 
from a dynamo-electric source, or coal-gas, our 
primary source of illuminating power is coal, or 
rather the chemical energy derivable from the com- 
bination of its hydrogen and carbon with oxygen. 
Now this chemical energy is a limited quantity, 
and the progress of science can po more increase 
this quantity than itcan makea ton weigh 2,100 
weight by increasing the quantity of its gravitat- 
ingenergy. The demonstrable limit of scientific 
possibilities is the economical application of this 
limited store of energy by converting it into the 
demanded form of force without waste. The more 
indirect and roundaoout the method of application 
the greater must be the loss of power in the course 
of its transfer and conversion, In heating the 
boiler that sets the dynamo-electric machine to 
work about one-half tne energy of the coal 
is wasted, even with the best-constructed fur- 
naces. This merely as regards the quantity of 
water evaporated. In converting the heat-force 
into mechanical power—raising the piston, etc., 
of the steam-engine—this working half is again 
seriously reauced. In further converting his re- 
siduum of mecyanical pres into electrical ener 
a further and considerable loss is suffered 14 
originating and sustaining the motion of the 
dynamo-electric macaine in the dissipation of the 

electric energy that the armature cannot pick up, 
—— in overcoming the electrical resistances to its 
transfer. lam unable to state the amount of this 
loss in trustworthy figures, bat should be very 
much surprised to learn that, with the best ar- 
rangements now Known, more than one-tenth of 
the original energy of the coal is made practically 
available. This small illuminating residuum may. 
and doubtless will, be increased by the progress of 
practical improvement; but, from the necessary 
nature of the problem, the power available for 
illumination at the end of the series must always 
be but a smal! portion of that employed at the be- 
ginning. 

In burning the gas derived from coal we obtain 
its illuminating power directly, and if we burn it 

roperly we ubtain nearlyajl. The coke residuam 
is also directly used as a source of heat, 

Mr. Preece’s paper in Nature begins by saying 
that gas stocks have for some weeks been rising 
and that there seems no reason whe they should 
not very shortly resume the position they held 
last August when the electric panic broke them 
down. That panic, he adds, was unaccountable. 
He points out that we know no more et the elec- 
tric licht now than we did in 1862, when as great 
a display was made in the London Exhibition as 
was madein the Paris Exhibition of 1878; that 
three years ago, alter a competitive trial, iu 
which the Gramme macbine was represented, gas 
was chosen in preference to electricity for the 
illumination of the Victoria clock tower, and 
that the experiments of the Elder Brethren of 
Trinity House, the British Light-House woe 
which have been in progress since 
for some time under the directions ol 
Faraday, have resulted in the application 
of the light to only three lighthouses. 
It is to be remarked, too, that jight-houses 
present altogether the simplest form of the 

roblem of lighting by electricity. The brill- 
fs ancy of the light is 3 3 the 
matter of cost is altogether su te, and 
the vexing questions o — ce and subdi- 
vision scarcely arise at r. Preece quotes 
from a recent report she og by Mr. Schwendler, 
of the East Indian Railway, ference to 
use of the light in stations on — 1 — 
where no gas is to be had:

Dr. Wallace’s paper on Gas I)lumination “ 
is a very thorough and instructive discussion of 
possibile improvements in the manufacture and 
consumption of gas. He considers gas- light to 
be susceptible of very great improvement in the 
points of brilliancy, and bealthſul- 
ness. His paper only refers to electricity inci- 
dentally, but then not in a sancuine way: 

I have given this matter some attention. and T 
must gay that I have no fear that gar interests will 
suffer in consequence of the introduction of the 
electric light for many, many years, if at all. The 
fact is that we have still a long period of experi- 

ent and study before us in regard to lighting by 
electricity, and, although the march of improve- 
ment in science is now Nr rapid, IScurcely 
hope to live long enough * = e — take the 
place of gas in the ordinary dwelling- 
houses.

The Cleveland Iron —— in England. 
Baltimore 

The recent aunouncemeut by the London 
Times that a process had been discovered for the, 
conversion of Cleveland iron into steel has been 
generally supposed to mean American iron. 
‘This is an error. The iron alluded to is from 
the English Cleveland district in Yorkshire, one 
of the greatost iron-producing spots on earth. 
The discovery of the iron stone in the Cleveland 
hills was made about 1840. and the discovery has 
converted a district with scarcely an inhabitant 
into a densely populated one. it now contains 
a town which in 1874 had a population of over 

60,000, the iron product being 1,200,000 tons a 
year. The ore is the black-band. iron, contaip- 
ing considerable sulphur and phosphorous, and 
these have rendered ite conversion iuto steel 
impossible. It is ſound in the midst of coal, 
and the ore is in such shape that after being 
dug out it is stacked up and fired, and allowed 
to burn until in the course of a month the coal 
burns out, leaving the iron amid the ashes. It 
is not a high quality of iron at best. and when 
made into steel, if the process said to have been 
discovered proves successful, will only make 
ordinary steel, such as that used for boiler- 
plates. rails, ete., and can never prove of the 
tiner quality essential for tools and other nice 
uses of American steel.

function of passing the laws, Jonxsox in 


turn sought to circumvent and defeat that 
function. He vetoed all the laws that were 
passed in opposition to My Policy,”— 
the Reconstraction acts, the Freedmen’s 
Bureau bill, the Oivil-Rights bill, the 
Tenure-of-Office bill, etc. It may be 
claimed, perhaps, that, in doing so, he 
merely exercised his constitutional preroga- 
tive of veto; but Congress, in nearly every 
case, was able to pass the bill over his veto 
by more than two-thirds majority. After 
this had been done, it certainly cannot be 
claimed that any further resistance on his 
part, or any attempt to defeat the execution 
of the laws, was justifiable. But Jonson 
continued to use his position and the patron- 
age attached to Executive power to bring 
these laws of Congress into disrepute and to 
defeat their operation. He denounced Con- 
gress in his public harangues as an unlawful 
body, because it has refused to admit Sen- 
ators and Representatives of his special ore- 
ation at his dictation from seceded States 
that had not complied with the terms of the 
Reconstruction laws. He deliberately vio- 
lated the Tenure-of-Office act by his removal 
of Secretary Srawron, and by his persistent | 
efforts to organize and direct the vast 
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he will veto them or not. It must be 
conceived to be his duty to execute and 
enforce the laws as he finds them. Yet, in 
this condition of things, an opposition Con- 
gress is determined to attach the obnoxious 
measures to the delinquent appropriation 
bills as @ means for coercing the President to 
approve the former so as to save the latter. 
This is in spirit, and may prove to be in 
effect, an assumption by Congress of the 
right of veto which the Constitution vests 
in the President. It is worthy of note that, 
notwithstanding the flerce struggle between 
Jounson and Congress, and the strong provo- 
cation which the Republican majority had to 
resort to any and every possible means of 
resistance, there was but one instance which 
we can recall where Congress endeavored to 
enact as part of an appropriation bill legisla- 
tion which would meet with Jonson's 
disapproval, and this was a measure 
cognate to the appropriation bill of winch 
it was made a part. In the Army Appropria- 
tion bill of 1867 Congress incorporated the 
provision requiring the President to issue 
military orders through the General of the 
Army and otherwise restricting the Presi- 
dent’s personal use of the army. This was 
certainly a very different proceeding from 
that proposed by the Democrats of the pres- 
ent Congress, who threaten to cut off the 
supplies for the maintenance of the Civil 
Government unless the President will assent 
to a repeal of the only United States statutes 
which afford any protection for the 
national elections against ballot-box stuff- 
ing, fraud, and violence. The only 
way in which the conditions of the 
Jouwson Administration could be compared 
with those of the present Administration 
would be through a reversal of the relative 
positions of President and Congress, From 
1865 to 1868, Jounson placed himself in a 
hostile attitude to Congress, and left no 
means untried (1) to usurp the law-making 
power himself; (2) to defeat the execution 
of laws passed by Congress; and (3) the en- 
croachment was that of the Executive upon 
the Legislative function. Now it is just the 
reverse; Congress is seeking to destroy the 
veto-power vested by the Constitution in the 
President, and threatens to cut off his salary 
and to refuse supplies for the support of his 
Administration if he shall decline to yield to 
their partisan and unfair exactions. The 
encroachment is that of Congress upon the 
Executive function. The Democratic Con-

Ramor has it 
that this conspiracy against the good name 
of the people and State of IIlinois has its 
head in the Senate and its tail in the House, 
or, to be more explicit, that the clique of 
corrupt members who are using their posi- 
tion and opportunities for the purposes of 
‘levying blackmail are principally Senators, 
with some sly confederates in the popular 
branch of the Legislature to look after their 
interests in that body. It is also alleged, in 
corroboration of the general charge 
of corruption, that all the bills, or 
nearly all of them,—and their name 
is legion,—that have been introduced 
at this session whose pretended object 
is to regulate, restrain, or restrict busi- 
ness corporations have emanated from this 
one fruitful and vicious source, and for 
purposes that are wholly incompatible 
with the oaths of office or motives that 
ought to inspire am honest law-maker. The 
batch of bills of this character already intro- 
duced relating to telegraph companies, rail- 
road companies, fire and life insurance 
organizations, savings banks, and other 
corporations and interests that can afford to 
pay money to be let alone, number over 
forty, and, as the session is not more than 
half through, it is but reasonable to suppose 
that the resources of the syndicate are not 
yet exhausted, and that they have other ways 
and means for raising the wind not yet de- 
veloped, Another evidence of a systematic 
attempt to make certain interests pay tribute 
or submit to unfriendly legislation is found 
in the large number of gentlemen at 
Springfield last week representing those 
interests who were hastily summoned 
thither by their pretended friends in order 
to protect their companies. Last of all 
comes our usually r correspond - 
ent, who gives er o to the rumor that a 
member of the Legislature has already 
pocketed $1,500 as the price for abandoning 
a certain scheme he was pressing that was 
considered antagonistic to the prosperity of 
certain organizations, It is further alleged 
that this corrupt ring is egmposed of both 
political parties, which, if true, will give 
their nefarious schemes a non-partisan ap- 
pearance, and eriable-them to rope in to the 
support of their measures the unsophisticated 
members on both sides. 

These are some of the rumors that are 
flying through the air. and these are some of 
the reasons that are given for believing them 
to have some solid foundation.

that it is just here that an explanation 
may be found for this influx of a certain 
class of bills that look as if they designedly 
aimed at certain great corporate inter- 
ests, and that they were introduced for 
sinister and ‘corrupt purposes. Above 
all, let us not prejudge the case, 
nor seek to put the worst con- 
struction possible upon the conduct of cer- 
tam members whose coutse in the end will 
demonstrate the purity of their motives and 
their patriotie intentions. We have also 
great faith in the integrity and ability of the 
Chairmen of some of the standing com- 
mittees in both branches of the Legislature, 
and to them the people will confidently look 
to thwart the designs of the venal and cor- 
rupt, and to protect them against the evils of 
hasty and vicious legislation, During the 
two months and over that the Legislature 
has been in session these committees have 
incontinently squelched a good many bad 
bills, and we hope they will keep on killing 
them with as little compunction of con- 
science as the drowning of superfluous kit- 


tens and puppies. 
BUSINESS PROSPECTS IN 1879. 

There is a general agreement in all parts 
of the country that the improvement in 
trade, which has been somewhat fitful and 
subject to suspension, bas of late assumed a 
degree of permanency which is full of prom- 
ise. The increase of trade, outside of the 
articles of food, tells the story of thé in- 
crease of consumption, and an inoreased 
consumption is conclusive of an increased 
means of purchase, which means are neces- 
sarily in the form of wages or the compen- 
sation of labor. 

In all the large cities the current transac- 
tions of the banks indicate a steady gain of 
the ordinary payments by checks; that is, 
that the amount of money paid daily in the 
way of exchange for commodities is steadily 
increasing, and this is one of the best, though 
not infallible, marks of the condition of 
trade. In all the great jobbing centres there 
is at least what appears to be a permanent 
and increasing activity. The jobbers order 
more goods of the importers and manufac- 
turers and sell more goods to the merchants ; 
the merchants distribute more goods among 
the retailers ; the retailers sell more goods to 
the consumers; the consumers purchase 
more of everything; and, to enlarge their 
purchases, the consumers must have an in- 
crease of means, which, as we have said, in- 
dicates not that each man has in every case 
an increase of wages, but that the number of 
persons réceiving wages has been largely in- 
creased. With increased consumption there 
must be increased production; the greater 
demand for raw material and for labor; and 
herein is the great benefit to the country. 

There is great encouragement among manu- 
facturers. In many branches there is a 
strong activity succeeding comparative dull- 
ness. The hopes that have been so long de- 
ferred have at last had substantial responses. 
The iron manufacture, which has to some ex- 
tent suffered a longer and severer depression 
than most of the others, has largely recovered. 
Mills and furnaces long idle have resumed, 
and the manufacturers are doing more busi- 
ness than they have enjoyed for years. 
While this is general, and the improvement 
is felt in all parts of the country, the South 
is adding its demands upon the productive 
industries of the country. The Southern 
people are again purchasers, not only of pro- 
visions but of manufactures. Despite the 
calamity of last year, there is a Southern de- 
mand for building materials, machinery, and 
the whale range of manufactures. Money is 
becoming plenty in that region as compared 
with the stagnation which has almost been 
continuous for years. 

In Chicago there has been more than the 
usual activity of trade. It is true that the 
States immediately tributary to this city have 
a population whose production has never 
ceased, and whose crops can always find a 
sale. The producers of breadstuffs and pro- 
visions are always purchasers, and they sell 
for cash. To this circumstance is due the 
fact that the trade of this city has never ex- 
perienced that degree of prostration which 
has attended that of other cities. There is 
another healthful change that is rapidly tak. 
ing place, and that is the purchase by farm- 
ers Of all that they meed for cash. The 
Granger organizations taught the lesson 
that he who bought for cash and 
ran no bills made a large saving, 
and this lesson has been extensively carried 
into practice. Country dealers, therefore, 
as their cash sales increase, can in turn pur 
chase stocks on shorter time and on better 
terms than was possible under the exclusive 
credit system. The greater the extent to 
which farmers and all others can purchase 
all they need for cash, the greater and more 
profitable to consumers, to merchants, and 
to manufacturers wil] be the exchanges that 
take place. We are informed that the prepa- 
rations for building during the coming sea- 
son in this city are more than usually large.

THE NEGRO EXODUS THE sOUTH. 
There were printed in the last issue of Tun 
Turnen the affidavits of a large number of 
the fugitive negroes from the South in St. 
Louis, en route to Kansas. The plain and 
simple statements in these affidavits confirm 
the reports that have been made from time 
to time in a general way of the persecution 
of colored men in the South by bulldozers, 
They show that some of them fled to save 
their lives; some of them because they 
want to vote but cannot do so with- 
out being shot; some because they 
were not only afraid of being shot, but be- 
cause they apprehended starvation. Some 
of them had tried to educate the illiterate 
blacks, and were threatened with death if 
they persisted. One quite intelligent colored 
man said: The condition of the black 
people down South for the past few years 
has been very bad—the ill-treatment of the 
* en; no matter how good a crop you 
you couldn’t make anything.” Another 
says: I made a very bad living there, be- 
cause I was charged so high for rent and 
provisions that at the end of the year the 
land-owners had it all.” Another says: I left 
the South because I couldn't make a living 
there, and couldn’t vote as I wanted to, 
because the planters, on whose land we were, 
made them vote as they wanted or we 
would have to leave.” How they made them 
vote as they wanted them to, or altogether 
prevented them from voting, is told by one 
of them as follows: 

The reason [left the South was because we 
had organized a club to get a reduction in rent and 
I was President of the club on Widow Crane's 
place; was accused of teaching the people to leave 
the South for Kansas, and heard that threats had 
been made against my life; was afraid they would 
make away with me at night. A young man who 
had lived right next to me moved into Tensas Par- 
ish, and told me that the bulidozers along in Au- 
gust or September, 1878, canie into that parish and 
killed and slaughtered men there just for fun. His 
name was Ep Danby; he was acher, and said 
that if he told the people how tdyvote he would be 
shot. He (Darsr) also told me ftnat after the riot 
in Tensas Parish the Democrats compromised the 
matter with the colored people, and the colored 
men went to work again. While they were in the 
fields the white men, about 200, mounted on horse- 
back, went around, broke into their houses, took 
their guns, and, going to the fields, shot and hung 
some of the men; the others were afraid to stay 
there, because they had ne protection. 


These poor wretches in St. Louis, though 


they were induced to go to Kansas by false 
reports, and have been cruelly deceived, 
nevertheless rejoice that they have escaped 
from the South, and are at last free from 
persecution. Not one of them expresses a 
regret at leaving, though they have been de- 
ceived. They prefer their wretched, home- 
less, penniless condition, and their dark 
prospects in future,. they prefer even to wan- 
der off into a strange country to earn a 
scanty subsistence, or even to subsist on 
charity, —rather than to return to their homes 
and endure afresh their terrible ordeal of 
persecution and the daily uncertainty of 
life. Starvation and every form of hardship 
in the North they are willing to accept 
rather than return again among the bull- 
dozers. 

The general reports hitherto received have 
appertained to outrages during election 
campaigns, in whith shooting, “hanging, 
whipping, and every form of threat and in- 
timidation have been successfully employed 
to prevent them from voting, but these affi- 
davits show that persecution is kept up just 
as persistently when there is no campaign 
pending. The bulldozers are determined not 
only that the negroes shall not vote, but 
that they shall not enjoy any of the rights 
guaranteed them by the Constitution. 
They are determined not only that 
they shall not be citizens, but that 
they shall not be freemen, and that 
if they remain in the Soath they shall be 
reduced to the conditions of servitude, witb- 
out being nominally chattels. They can no 
longer own them as slaves, but they are de- 
termined that their relations to the white 
race shall be of a servile character. To this 
end their schools are broken up so that they 
shall not be educated, They are not al- 
lowed to vote unless they cast their votes in 
accordance with the directions of the ex- 
slavé masters. They are debarred from ac- 
quiring property, and, if they rent property, 
the rental and other charges are made so 
enormous that they cannot earn a living. 
They are not allowed to serve upon juries, 
and they are denied justice in the courts in 
any case where a white man is party to a 
suit. If any one of them dares to assert his 
rights, he is killed, or persecuted, or warned 
to leave. In fine, the negro is still treated 
as a slave, though not as slave in fact, and, 
though all the conditions have changed 
since the days of slavery, almost an 
entire generation has been born and grown 
up in freedom since the negroes were 
emancipated, and still the old slave-masters 
continue the practices of the system. Ex- 
cept that they are freed from the name of 
slave and have the liberty of going and 
coming, their condition is not improved. It 
is not remarkable that under such circum- 
stances they eagerly seize every opportunity 

escape from their persecution and fly to 
the North for protection aud the right to 
live and enjoy the fruits of their labor. If 
this persecution is continued and is followed 
by any considerable exodus, the people of 
the South will have an opportunity, as they 
look upon their untilled flelds and decaying 
industry, to reflect that they have ex- 
tinguished the very source df their pros- 
perity .

The tramp question bas become so important 
and serious in Wisconsin, that Gov. Smira 
called attention to it in his annual message, 
and the Legislature has enacted a very strin- 
gent law upon the subject. The tramps that 
have invaded and infested that State have been in 
the habit of taking possession of raifroad trains. 
driving barvest bands out of the fields, burn- 
ing reapers, intimidating women and children, 
and stealing and robbing at their own sweet will 
and pleasure; in short, they have become such 
a public nuisance that the Legislature felt im- 
pelled „to provide for the common defense, 
and enact a law that would discourage that 
sortef business. It provides that any able- 
bodied male person, over 16 years of age, 
without visible means of support, shail be re- 
garded as a vagrant, and if found in any town, 
city, or village where he is not a resi- 
dent, shall be deemed a tramp. For this 
offense he is liable, on copviction, to 
be sentenced to imprisoument at hard labor for 
six months, or for a period of tbirty days ia 
solitary confinement on a diet of bread and 
water. Municipal authorities are authorized to 
set these tramp convicts at work on the streets 
and other public improvements, and, if they re- 
fuse to work, may be sent to the Penitentiary 
for two years. Any tramp who is found on the 
premises of any citizen without permission, or 
kfMdles a fire without leave, or carries fire-arms, 
shall be sent to State’s Prison for two years. 
Any five tramps that congregate together for 
the purposes of encouraging vagabondage are to 
be sent to prison for two years, upon conviction. 
Other features of the act have a sharp grip upon 
this class of loafers, and, under its rigid en- 
forcement, the tramp business is not likely to 
prove a very profitable industry in the State of 
Wisconsin. 


The St. Louis papers are trying to stimulate 
the Legisiaiure of Missouri into being honest 
by comparing its vicious conduct with that of 
other States. The G/ode-Democrat even holds up 
the Illinois Legislature as a model which the 
Missourians will do well to pattern after, which 
is a comparison, we are constrained to admit, 
thatought vot to discourage anybody.

[linois and Kansas grow, flourish, and advance 
in wealth and population, while she recedes to 
a position below that which she held ten sears 
ago.

The programme at McVicker’s announced the 
Hirst performance of Pinafore in Chicago 
last evening, and the announcement was nearly 
correct. Some attempts have lately been made 
at it, not one of which approximated to success. 
The troupe organized by Mile. Martinez for the 
performance of English opera, and whi@h was 
rescued by Mr. Hooley, while in a stranded con- 


dition in Canada, gaye 4 week of it, but as there 


was only one singer and no actors in the troupe, 
of course it was a failure. Then an amateur 
troupe ran it fortwo weeks at the West-Eud 
Opera-House, and is now out on the road with 
it; but the difficulty with this troupe was that, 
while it had some very good singers, it had no 
one who had ever been on the stage, consequent- 
ly the dramatic business was wanting, and, with- 
out that,» “Pinafore”? is nothing. Then the 
Oates troupe took it, and by applying the 
methods of opera-bouffe to it, as well as lau- 
numerable interpolations, succeeded in utterly 
ruining it. Last of all, the Metropolitan undgr- 
took it, and gave a performance that was be- 
neath criticiem. In ali, ‘Pinafore’? has had 
thirty-eight performances bere, not one of which 
was above mediocrity, and not one of which 
gave the hearer any idea of the real merits of 
this bright little work. 

Mr. McVicker has brought to the production 
of “ Pinafore” au ensemble which promises to 
be very strong, and Which, making allowances 
for the inevitable nervousness of a first-night 
performance, will undoubtedly make the sea- 
son a long, enjoyable, and successful one. He 
has given us a chorus of about fifty voices, 
young, fresh, and well trained, and of faces and 
figures that are agreeableto the eye after the 
visions of last week; a compact, cosy orchestra 
of twenty-five pieces; some goodand effective 
solo talent, which is quite as remarkable in. a 
dramatic as in a vocal way; and a conductor, 
Max Maretzek, whose many years’ experience 
ou the stage iu almost the entire field of opera 
fit nim to take command of the “ Pinafore’s ”’ 
crew und secure obedience to his orders. Mr. 
Maretzek has some peculiar views upon the ca- 
pabilities and possibilities of American vocal 
talent, and has entered upon this work con 
amore asan experiment, which he is confident 
will ultimately end in the success of his schemes, 
and give American talent an opportunity to as- 
sert itself, such as it has never done before. 

With the story of Pinafore.“ the character 
of its music, the nature of its situations, the di- 
rection of its satire; andi the points of its bur- 
lesque, people are already as familiar as they are 
with Martha or “ Trovatore,”’ although the 
work has been onthe stage but a very short 
time. Its demands ubon a company are very 


few. The dramatic element is the strongest in 


and it therefore calls for good character 
sectors. There are in reality but two prominent 
siufing parts in it, b Rackstraw and Jose- 
ph ne, to whom the ballads are assigned. The 
others need a certain degree of musical skill 
and intelligence to make the opera go without 
drag or offensiveness, but do not call for great 
singers. Good actors who can sig are much 
better than good singers who can’t act at all, and 
the chorus needs to be active, bustling, prompt, 
and fresh. 

The present company in these requisites give 
protatse of being an excellent one when it be- 
cowes used to the ship. With the exception of 
Mr. Peakes and Mr. Rowe, the people are all 
new, and some of them evidently unused to the 
stage, as was shown bv their painful nervousness 
and the necessitv of frequent prompting. The 
Admiral, Mr. Vivian, has a good _ pres- 
ence and a good voice, though but an 
indifferent singer. He does the part rather 
qnaintly but much too auietly and without suffi- 
dent regard for the real humor of the part. The 
character is full of opportunities which Le does 
notimprove, and it is only when be is singing 
that he appears to take much jnterest in what is 
going on around him. Io point of fact, he 
seems to studiously neglect the business of the 
part. Mr.Veakes makes au excellent Capfain, 
und sings well. Mr. Clarke, Kaph iackstraw, 
has a very true and agreeable tenor voice, and 
sings his numbers witb. excellent taste. His 
personation of the part also was very pleasing, 
and the impression which he made was a very 
decided ope. Mr. Rowe, as the ill-favored Dick 
Deadeye, though he has little idea of singing, 
has some capital ideas of acting, and bas con- 
ceived Gilbert’s funny creation in avery forci- 
ble as well as happy manner. Mr. Henay’s 
Bvatswain also is au excailent piece of acting, 
and io his singing of bis principal song, He is 
an Euglishmaa,” be made a very decided hit. 
Miss Stone, the Josephine, has a bright, fresh 
soprano voice, with some remarkably good 
and strong, high notes, and flexibility enough 
to give some very pretty embellisbments to her 
songs. Her personation was a very agreeable 
one, and will make her quite a favorite before 
the season is over. Miss Palmer, the Butter- 
cup, is evidentiy new to the stage, aud espe- 
cially during the earlier parts of the work was 
bo hervous that she did little justice to her part 
or her music. It is hardly fair, however, to 
judge of ber until she has become accustomed 
to ber pew surroundings. Miss Shaffer, Sir 
Joseph's Cousin, is petite and pretty, and tilled 
ber little part very gracefully.

A DESPERATE AFFAIR. 


Account of Steve Venard's Fight with Three 
Highwaymen, All of Whom He Killed. 
Nevada Transcript, March 15. 

Steve Venard, the hero of the most startling 
event that ever occurred in Nevada County’s 
history, is in town. Everybody here remembers 
him of old, For that matter, his fame was na- 
tional a few years ago, and there are people in 
all parts of the country who have not forgotten 
the account, that went flashing over the wires, 
of his daring feat of the 15th of May, 1866. His- 
tory tells us that the stage from North San 
Juan to this city was stopped at 4:30 o’clock in 
the morning, near the top of the hill, on the 
south side of the South Yuba, above Black’s 
Crossing, by three men in disguise, and $7,900 
taken from Wells, Fargo & Co.’s coin chest, 
which was a fixture in all the stages wherever 
the Company, had a route. The passengers, 
seven in number, were ordered to get out, and 
the driver commanded to take the horses from 
the wagon without delav. As the robbers were 
armed with revolvers, there was no alternative 
but to obey. The robbers then procreded to 
blow open the chest with powder, with which 
they came prepared. eir object was accom- 
plished at the second attempt. The coin was 
taken and the driver was ordered to drive on. 

The stage drove quickly into Nevada, a dis- 
tance of five miles. hews was made pub- 
lic. Sheriff R. B. Gentry rallied a posse and re- 
paired in all haste to the scene of the rob ‘ 
The posse consisted of Steve Venard, James HH. 
Lee, Albert Gentry, and A. W. Potter. An 
examination of the spot showed that the robbers 
had turned out of the road and gone down the 
river on a 1 with ity Venard and Lee got 
on the trail of the robbers and followed it over 
the roughest of all imaginable 
distance of a mile and a half. It was evident 
which way the robbers went. Lee went back to 
take the horses around to the road of the cross- 
ing below, the rest of the Sheriff's party havi 
previously gone in that direction. Venard, left 
alone, followed the trail, He came to Meyer’s 
Ravine, at its debouchure into the Yuba. He 
saw that the . had gone up the ravine to 
a crossing. e was alone in ove of the wildest 
and roughest of spots in that wild and rugged 
region. The hills hung steep above. Rocks, 
trees, brush, and logs there were in profusion 
on every band. Venard was armed with a 
Henry rifle. waters of the ravine 
came tumpling down its steep bed of 
bowiders, with a rush and a noise 
which fendered no other sounds audi- 
ble. The hero of the hour proceeded with 
caution. A huge rock aose twenty feet in hight 
in the midst of the muddy. water; other small- 
er rocks surrounded it, altogether forming an 
island. A tree or two grew upon the lower end 
of the island in the midst of the rocks, their 
branches and foliage partially covering the 
rocky rampart above. low the island, at a 
few fect distant, was a precipice of. fifteen feet 
or more, over which the waters of the ravine 
tumbled. Venard attempted to cross the stream 
at the head of the fall. He walked on a short 
log to a rock. Above him rose the huge mass 
of granite, buttressed in front by two smaller 
rocks. Between these latter was an alley which 
led up the base of the Titan. His — 4 was 
such as to look up the alley. At the base of the 
great rock Venard discovered the object of his 
search. ‘he leader of the gang was sitting on 
the ground and in the act of drawing his re- 
volver. Venard instantly leveled his rifle upon 
the robber, who was not more than twenty feet 

tant. At the same moment he saw 
another of the gang pointing at him over the 
edge of arock. There was no time to change 
his aim. He fired; the leader fell back shot 
through the heart. The other robber attempted 
to shield himself farther behind a rock, leaving 
the point of his pistol exposed over the top. 
The exposure was fatal; Venard covered the 
spot with his unerring Henry. No sooner did 
the head of the robber peer above the rock than 
his brain was pierced with a bullet. There was 
vet another, but be was not to be seen. His 
istol might at that moment be pointing at 
enard. The latter, quick as thought, clamber- 
ed up to the lair to beard him in his den. He 
found the treasure, took the pistols from the 
dead, covered quickly the former with earth 
and leaves, and proceeded to hunt the missing 
robber. Crossing the stream and ascending the 
steep mountain beyond, he discovered the rob- 
ber running up the acclivity, sixty yards or 
more ahead. Venard fired and the robber fell. 
Another bullet, and the last robber rolled down 
tbe hill—dead. 

Venard now sought his companions. They all 
proceeded to the scene ot the tragedy, recov- 
ered the money, and by 2 o'clock of the same

day the Süeriff's party deposited the cash with

The bodies of the robbers were brought to 
town, washed, and fully indentifed, Upon 
them was found property they had taken. from 
the passengers in stages they had stopped be- 
fore. The names of the robbers were George 
Shanks, alias Jack Wiliiams, the leader; Bob 
Finn, alias Caton, and George W. Moore.

The New French President—An Evening at 
His Palace—Impressions of Mme. Grevy 
and Her Daughter -The Actor in the 
Bourse Scandals—Prince Louis Napoleon 
and the Princess Beatrice, 

Correspondence New York Tribune, 

Paris, Feb. 28.—The Bourse scandals, which 
were last night the topic of conversation at M. 
Grevy’s reception, are used as an argument 
against Republicanism by those who see in the 
foolish letters of Prince Logis Napoleon an event 
of European importante. To this I auswer the 
causes of the scandal are to à certain extent a 
a survival of Bonapartism. Agio raged under the 
Empire to an extent unknown in previous reigns. 
Every one about the Court gambled at the Bourse 
with marked cards. Eugenie bought waste ground. 
dirty old streets, and then requested Baron 
Haussmann to run aveuue through them. 
Dubochet gave 30,000 shares of the United Gas 
Companies to ber and ber ladies to allow the 
combination to be accomplished; and to avenge 
himself supplied funds to opposition journals 
toward the close of her reign. De Morny boast- 
ed of leading the Bourse as Strauss did his 
musical band. He and Persigny and the more 
respectable Achille Fould, ‘‘beared” and 
„ulled“ with an effrontery which might have 
drawa blushes to the cheeks of Robert Macaire. 
The only difference between them and the 
Bourse riggers, who have compromised two 
Cabinet Ministers, was that the favorites of 
the Fee operated in the dark and were 
sure of immupity, and that the servants 
of the Republic had to make their haul under a 
very fierce light, and when they were found out 
the Lanterne was free to expose them as it ex- 
posed the iniquities of the Prefecture of Police. 
It made a full and telling use of its freedom; 


. bence the scandal which, instead ot being a re- 


proach to the form of government under which 
we five, is an evidence of the progress France 
bas made since she rid herself of the Empire. 
M. Grevy’s reception was verv pamerously at- 
tended, and J may venture toaffirm that I never 
saw amore brilliant company in the Palace of 
the Elysee. The President stood in the saloon 
which was given over to the aides-decamp 
under the Monarchy and Empire for every one 
who chose to enter to shake hands with him. 
There was not à small shopkeeper in Paris 
who ight not bare entered. The 
fact that scarcely any one attended 
who was not in some way entitled to pay his 
respects to the Chief of the Executive speaks 
volumes in favor of Parisian tact and honest 
pride. In great cities this delicacy of fedling 
renders republican institutions possible. I won- 
der what would happen were Queen Victoria 
sleeping in the Windsor mausoleum, her family 
exiled, a British Repuolic proclaimed, and John 
Bright receiving with White-House simplicity at 
Buckingham Palace! It appéars to me that bis 
company would, if the doors were thrown wide 
open, soon degenerate into a sweli mob, and 
that be would soon be under the necessity of 
anoouncing officially that nobody would be 
admitted to his levees who had not been form- 
ally presented.

ALBERT GRANT. 


The Great Speculator Fails with Immense 
Liabilities and Small Assets—The Emma 
Mine a Source of Disaster to Him- Hi 
Grand Mansion Tesnantiess—Incidents of 
His Career. 

Correspondence New York Tribune, 
Lonpon, March 8.—It is now two years and 
more since [ heard an eminent Jawyer say that 
it was impossible to collect a debt of $5,000 
from Mr. Albert Grant. During the interval 
the great promoter has fl¥ated along somehow, 

but the crash has come at last. He bas filed a 

petition in bankruptcy, and the legal mill which 

is to griod him out a discharge in due time is in 
full movement.“ His debts are stated at $4,000,- 

000; assets something under $100,000. This 

latter amount is supposed to consist main- 

ly of sums realized from the sale of 
several tons of securities“ to dealers in paper- 
makers’ steck. The splendid chambers in Lom- 
bard street were ful ot such stuff. No man of 
our time had so strong a faith in the Meacy of 
the printing press for coining money. His faith 
was not of the cheap and valgar kind which the 
oracles of your Greenback party bave brougnt 
into temporary discredit. Mr. Albert Grant's 
methods were more delicate and complicated. 
He never sought to print money. He printed 
certificates of shares, for which he found, dur- 
ing a long period, no difficulty in obtaining 
money. There was a time when his f in 
the wity eclipsed that of the Barings, and Mo- 
guns, and Rothschilds. He understood, as no 
mao before him had ever understood, the art of 

“bringing out“ a company, lie knew 

his time and the men of his time. 

Five years, sooner or later, and 

no such career could have been run. It was not 

ip the nature of things that it should last, and 
it was probably a miscalculation of the duration 
of human credulity with respect to a particular 
form of imposition that brought the great Baron 
to grief.

Said a man who 
koew bim and his affairs intimately: ‘* They got 
the money away from him almost as fast as he 
made it.“ I didn’t care to ask who they“ 
were, but it is easy to guess. You micht make

When he quitted the splendid establishment 
where he used to hola audiences and keep half 
the city dancing attendance on him, he bad to 
submit to the humiliation of paying rent in ad- 
vyaoce for the modest chambers he was able to 
hire. His huge and hideous house in Kensing- 
ton has never been occupied. Twice or three 
times it bas deen put up for sale by aue 
tion, but he never pot a bid for it which 
came near the price put on the proper- 
ty. Mr. Grant, indeed, bad no interest in the 
sale. The reserye represented the sum for 
which the mortgages and the owners of build- 
ers’ liens were willing to part with their claims. 
When he built this mansion he dreamed of such 
a success in fashionable life as Mr. Trollope has 
described in The Way We Live Now”; where 
the father of the young lady whom Sir Felix 
Carbery makes love to bears some likeness to 
Baron Grant, as he would have been bad his 
dream of social splendor come true. ‘The bouse 
stands in seven acres of ground, and is buut on 
a scale too vast for any fortune not speculative 
in its origin. it would have cost its owner 
more than $100,000 a year for rent alone in the 
shape of interest on purchase money. Withal, 
it was a model of brillant discomfort, II- 
arranged, pretentious, without real grandeur, 
and, big as it was, scemed empty rath- 
er than spacious. Stül it woul have 


held great crowds, and one need not be very 


cynical to believe that the crowds would have 
come readily enough had prosperity lasted. It 
would Wot have been the first mansion built on 
the ruins of honesty which bad seen the best 
part of London witain its gates. For any one 
whose life lav really within the true social circle 
or near the social centre, this establishment was 
too remote. Kensington is stil a suburb of May- 
fair and Belgravia, and it is not a parvenu of the 
Grant 1 8 who will succeed in reviving the glo- 
ries of Holland House. Its remoteness made it 
equally impossible as a hotel. At one time it 
was said that the Duke of Northumberland 
would buy it, bat the report had probably no 
better foundation than the knowledge that 
Nortbumberland House at Charing Cross was 
to be pulled down, as it bas since been, to make 
way for a new avenue, and for a huge hotel on 
the corner as well. 

To the last this man maintained that he had 
been honest; that his proceedings were justitia- 
bi@ by the code of financial morality existing 
among business men; that the business of 
‘*promotiug’’ companies which had no bottom 
to them was an honorable business, and 80 op.

This it did subsequently to the trial in which 
it had been proved, to the everlasting scan- 
dal of journalism, that its own  finan- 
cial editor, the late Mr. Sampson, had been 
bought by Grant; and that the Zines itself, 
with its uprivaied authority in the city, with its 
known power to make or mar any scheme 
brougbt before the public, had for a consider- 
able period been a tool in Grant's hand: True, 
no breath of: suspicion tell on anybody connect- 
ed withthe paper except Sainpsun, and Sam p- 
son Was promptly dismissed, but the exposure 
was a blow to the journal from which it has not 
yet recovered; and it gave an odd air to uny- 
thing like pegyric on the author of its mis 
fortune. rant even brought an action for libel, 
vr perhaps more than one, against victiins who 
ventured to say in print that they objected to 
being victimized. I never heard that any 
such action came to trial; but then the 
law’s delay is proverbial. Nor do | mean 
to sav that Grant’s view of the matter is not a 
sincere one. Nothing is more easy thau for a 
man to delude himself into the beliei that what 
he thinks for his interest can be made to square 
with the rules of good behavior.

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A TEST CASE. 


Are Private Telegrams Inviolable? 

Sr. Lours, March 24.—Mr. Brown, Manager of 
the Western Union Telegraph office, instead of 
appearing before the Grand Jury this morning 
with dispatches called for by the subpcena duces 
tecum, served upon him on Saturday, went di- 
rectly before the Criminal Court with his attor- 
neys, Messrs. Allen and Lodge, the latte of 
whom stated at length the reasons why Mr. 
Brown could not produce the dispatches de- 
manded. The Court then asked Mr. Browfi 
what he would do im case one or more of the 
parties concerned consented to have their 
telegrams produced, and stated that he 
bad received a letter from Gov. Phelps 
saying he was willing any telegraph 
office should present to the Grand Jury any dis- 
patches he bad sent to either Niedelet or 
Wakefield. Mr. Brown replied that, under the 
ruie of the Telegraph Company, Gov. Pheips or 
anv other sender of telegrams could obtain his 
dispatches on personal application or by request 
written over his own signature. 

Judge Laughlin then continued the case till 
Friday, wheo he will hear the argument on both 
sides. In conversation, the Judge said he un- 
derstood and apprehended the importance of 
the case; recognized the wideattention it would 
attract; and if the Telegraph Company desired 
to make it a test case, he would not commit 
Mr. Brown to jail, but, if it became necessary in 
the progress of the case to inflict punishment on 
him, it would be merely nominal. : 

Sr. Lours, March 21.— be petition of Mr. 
Brown, Manager of the Western Union Tele- 
graph office, to vacate the order authorizing the 
subpeena duces tecum and to recall the subpe@pa 
presented in the Criminal Court to-day, sets 
forth, as a reason why be should not and can- 
not produce the telegrams demanded, that he is 
simply a servant of the Company, and has no 
authority from the Company to deliver the dis- 
patches, but, on the contrary, has been instruct- 
ed by his euperior officers not to produce or to 
testify as to the possession by the Company of 
such telegrams as are referred to in the sub- 
peena; that, as it is not certainly known such 
telegrams as are demunded are in possession of 
the Company, the subpeena is rather a search- 
warrant, and the process inquisitorial, not ju- 
dicial; that the Telegraph Company is protected 
from such interfereuce with its messages by the 
pubtic policy, which lies at the bottom of the 
fourth amendment to the Federal Constitution, 
and of Sec. 11, Art. 1, of the Bill of Rights of 
the State of Missouri. It also claims that the 
petitioner would render himself liable to crim- 
inal and civil prosecution under the laws of this 
State, should he obey the subpoœua; refers to 
Judge Cooley’s article in the American Law 
Register of February last in regard to this sub- 
ject, and disclaims any object, purpose, or 
motive on the vart of the/petitioner in present 
ing the petition other than to perform his duty 
to nis employer, his country, and his State.

MISMANAGEMENT. 


Sweeping Denunciation of the Men in Charge 
of the Benevolent Institutions of Ohio, 
Special Dispatch te The Tribune. 

Columbus, O., March 34.~The result of the 


turning over of the benevolent institutions by 


the O’Conner Legislature, one year ago, which 
dethroned old and experienced officers for the 
purpose of making room for the Democratic 
herd, is made apparent by the abuses. which 
have been carried on at the Longview losane 
Asylum. Charges of mismanagement, as well 
as cruelty to the unfortunate patients, became 
so loud as to create a feeling akin to horror, 
especially among those who had friends in the 
institution, and to call for an immediate inves- 
tigation by a committee of the Legislature. The 
results of their labors were submitted to-day, and 
surprised even the Repubiicans. The majority 
of the Committee being Democratic, there can 
remain no loophole for the Democracy to escape 
through. The Chairman, in his report, says: 
“Fifty witnesses were examined, and it was 
found that the patients had been suujeeted to 
severe punishment, such as ducking in cold 
water; that the sick had been forced to work in 
rooms where the temperature was 110, and, 
upon their refusal to do so, the unfor- 
tunates had been stripped of all their 
clothing, and wet towels used as whips. 
This punishment is described as very painful, 
but it leaves no marks on the person. This 
mode, it appears, was principally used in the

THE PLAGUE. 

The bulletin of public health received by Com- 
missioner DeWolf from Wasbington yesterday 
contains the following: | 

The United States Consul at Constantinople re- 
ports that the health of that city and its precincts 
is in a favoraole state, and that the reported o¢- 
currence of cases of plague in European Turkey 
has arisen from the prevalence of malignant typhüs 
in the provinces devastated by the late war. The 
retreatof the Turkish armies was, attended by 
great privation among the refugees who accom- 
panied them and among the inhabitants of ti 
provinces through which they passed. Mach di 
tress and sickness have ever since prevailed there 
but no authenticated cases of plague have o 
curred. No new cases of the plague have ocecurré 
inthe Province of Astraken, but the military 
cordons are still maintained; the infected villages 
are being thoroughly cleansed, and means taken to 
completely exterminate the disease. Much anxiety 
is felt, however, lest, on the breaking up of the 
ice in the Volga, and the lideration of the innum- 
erab'e small craft that have been frozen up at Ak- 
trakan and other points, the disease may be spread 
oy their movements. The past winter was the 
mildest in the memory of thé inhabitants, and it is 
feared that the virus of the disease may survive 
the influence of the few short spelis of cold weath- 
er that bave occurred. 

The bark Sleipner arrived at Port Eads, below 
New Orleans, Maren 14, from Rio Janeiro. Dur- 
ing the sixty-one days passage all of the crew suf- 
fered from yellow fever; three died, and one is 
stillsick. The vessel was immediately towed to 
the quarantine station.

The petit jury in the United States District 
Court will enter upon its labors this morning, 
when the criminal calendar will be called, and 
the wicked will be put to their trumps to get 
ie of the charges against them.

BANGS 
AND THE HOME NATIONAL. 

A special dispatch in yesterday’s TriInune 
stated that R. P. Derickson was in Washington 
on matters connected with the Home National 
Bank, and that, from all that could be learned, 
be was supposed to be going for Bangs’ scaip. 
A reporter saw the owner of that useful ap- 
pendage yesterday, and asked him what it all 


meant. 

„Mr. Derickson appeared to be my friend,“ 
said the Judge, and I have no particular 
reason to suppose he isn’t. Mr. Goudy went 
down to Washington in the interest of McAr- 


thur’s bondsmen, and to make an offer to the 
Attorney-General to test the question of how 
much the Home National Bank owed the Gov- 
ernment, and whether the bends given by the 
Cook County National should not be applied in 
payment of McArthur’s indebtedness, and make 
the Government ea preferred creditor. Mr. 
Goudy asked the Aitornev-General to revise a 
decision of Attorney-General Akerman touch- 
ing that point. The Attorney-General declined 
to do so. Mr. Goudy thereupon said he desired 
to make a question of it in the courts, and got 
leave, on stating that he would pay all the ex- 
penses, to test those two questions. Then he com- 
menced a suit against the banks. The Home took 
it very much to heart, represented to the At- 
torney-General that these things would injure 
their credit, and that they were ready to pay up 
if a demand was made, and without having any 
suit about it. The Attorney-treneral wrote to 
me to look into the question, and see whether 
there was proper foundation for a suit, and 
whether or not the one already begun should be 
further prosecuted. 

„Well, I examined the matter, and found 
there was at least $4,144 of Post-Office money 
which they bad never paid, and which went to 
pay McArthur’s own original note. The Di- 
rectors thereupon authorized the offer of that 
amount to settle up. I then wrote to the At- 
torney-General, stating this fact, and the further 
fact that there was an item of $10,000 which 
had been passed directly from McArthur’s Post- 
Office account to his orivate account on the 
books. There were several other things, yo 
which I referred, and which [ said could be bet- 
ter explained bytrving the suit than in any 
other way. Well, Mr. Derickson thought I was 
too severe on the bank, of which he is a Di- 
rector, and some of the officers came in and al- 
together seemed to think there was a collusion 
between McArthur, his bondsmen, and Goudy, 
to make the bank a victim for McArthur’s ben- 
efit. I told them I had nothing to do with these 
civil suits, that the case was on the docket for 
trial, and I proposed totry it. Well, that didn’t 
satisfy Mr. Verickson, and he said, ‘I am go- 
ing to Washington to see the President and 
nave this thing straightened up. I don’t pro- 
pose to bave our bank victimized for the benefit 
of McArthur’s bondsmen.’ I told him Hayes 
was a good man to see, and he went off. The 
rest you know.“

Rises and Explains. 


Gol, Plagler Presents the United States Side of the 
—* Dispate, and Gives the True Inwardness 
| of the Matter. 


* | To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Mor tnx, III.. March 19.—It is plainly evident 
from the editorfal remarks ju Tux Tribene of 
the 17th inst. that you have been grossly imisin- 
formed as to the merits of the Government 
- Water-Power case at Rock-Island Arsenal, and 
the Moline Water-Power Company's connection 
und it, In all that has transpired concerning 
jt, this Company has nothing to conceal, and has 
done nothing to be characterized as a job or 
trickery, or that will not bear the most search- 
ing investigation; and, for the purpose of cor- 
recting zn apparently prevailing misapbreheu- 
Non, We propose to state briefly the main feat- 
ures of: the case. 

When the United States Arsenal was located 
on Rock Island, this Company were the owners 
of the Water-Power. At the suggestion of the 
Government, in 1876 u contract was entered 
foto between the United States and this Com- 
pay, by the terms of which the Company trans- 
ferred its interest in the Water-Power to the 
Government (which was taken possession of), in 
consideration that the Government was to de- 
velop an{l maintain the entire Watcr-Power, and 

the Company the use in perpetuity of 
part of the power developed, free 
charge for rent or repairs, 

1 jarge that an immense sum of money 
was paid by the Government to the Company 
for the Water-Power is entirely without founda- 
tion. Not a dollar was ever paid to or received 
by the Company from the Government, directly 
or indirectly, for the transfer of its interest in 
the Water Power. The only consideration was 
development and maintenance of the Water- 
Power, and the Company to have free use of 
»one-fomrth part, as before stated. 

Pending the final execution of the contract 
between the Company and the United States, 
the plans for developing the Water-Power were 
very generally discussed and considered. Sub- 
ecquent changes in plans of development, to 


gutt the purposes and convenience of the- Gov- 


ernment in relation to the location of the Ar- 
senal-ehops, have considerably increased the 
cost of the Water-Power development: and the 
Commandant of the Arsenal estimates it will 
cost to complete the development ihe. addi- 
tional sum of 8157,350;—for which appropria- 
tions have been continuously recommeudeſl by 
the several Secretaries of War since 1876, with- 
out avai}. . 

An immense bar of sand and mud has been 
‘sliowedito accumulate at the mouth of the 
“ pool,’} which, for a very considerable portion 
of the time, prevents a supply of water to the 
Compauy’s wheels; and, turther, in the Goy- 
ernment improvement of the varigation of the 
rapids, 4 chain of rock, called the *‘ Moline 
Chain,” has been removed,—thus deepening the 


_ channeliot the river, and materially lowering 
the bead of water in the pool. 


It is this condition of thiugs that causes the 
Company to claim, and insist, that, if Congress 
will not appropriate money to carry eut in good 
faith its contracts for development and mainte- 
nance of the Water- Power, it ought to allow the 
Company such control as would permit it to 
complete the development hd maintenance of 
the Water-Power, which the Govornment thus 
lar has refusead and neglected to do; 
aud this, we believe, was the view taken by the

| THE UNITED STATES SIDE. 
In order to render this whole matter a little 
clear und more comprehensible to the general 
®eader, we make the following extracts from the 
revorts of Col. D. W. Flagler, commanding offi- 
cer of the Rock-Island Arsenal, to the Secretary 
of War. The report is dated Rock-Island Ar- 
senal, Nov. 26, 1878,—just before the meeting of 
Congress.

When the construction of the arsenal was 
begun in 1864, the Moline Water-Power Cum- 
pauy Was occupying the channel of the Missis- 
ppi between the island of Rock Island and the 
lilincis shore for water-power purposes, Their 
tenure of this water-power was derived from 
charters granted by tne State of Illinois. The 
Mississippi. being a naviga)e¢ stream and under 
the contro! of the Congress of the United States, 
the value of the Water-Lower Company's tenure 
was unecrtain.' 

The Company's constructions and water-pow- 


er at that time were unimortant, and their) 


roperty ami tenure certainly not #ery va/nad’e. 
fheir occupation of the river cont iguous to the 
island. was also found to interfere seriously with 
the plans of the Government. After much con- 
troversy the matter came before the Kock-Island 
Copandission, created by the act of Congress ap- 
proved April 19. 1864 (Vol. 13, page 50, R. S.), 
for settlement as provided tor in the act. 

It was the prime object and intention of the 
Government to settle the matter amicably and 
to fully satisfy the Water-Power Company. To 
this end the settlements abd the contracts were 
certainly very liberal to the Water-Power Com- 
pany.

Among the atguments produced to influence 
public opinion agamst the arsenal water-power

Granting that the water-power has cost? too 
much, it would be very unfair to so wrest or 
torture this argument as to useſit to sbow “that 
the United States ought therefore to give up 
this valuable property to the very persons for 
whose benefit the too great expenditure was 
made, and who have been thus far the only re- 
cipients of benefit from it. It seems hardly to 
admit of discussion or consideration. 

A second argument used to influence opinion 
against the water-power is, that it has always in 
the past and willjalways in the future cause 
controversy and contention with the Moline 
Water-Power Company. When fairly consider- 
ed, the force of this argumentis not apparent. 
It is not the intention of the /Government to 
deal unfairly with the Moline Water-Power 
Company or anybody else, | 

The United States has, at a treat expense of 
legislation and money, procured and built this 
great water-power, and now, when it is nearly 
completed, aud the Governinent basin its wa- 
ter-wheels and machinery, and/is ready to com- 
mence using it, and needs, and absolutely re- 
quires it for its future use, there comes an at- 
tempt to mduce Congress to give the whole 
property away to those who haye hitherto been 
the sole beneficiaries from e expenditures 
on it. 

An important matter in conection with the 
water-nower bas been lost sight of during the 
last eight years. When the United States took 
possession of the island for arßenal purposes, it 
was found to be necessary to procure in some 
way the removal of the Moline Water-Power 
Company’s occupancy of the . channel of 
the river (see Gen. Rodman’s Jetters and other 
correspondence, pages 186 195, Ordnance 
Memoranda No. 20, and acti of Congress ap- 
proved April £9, 1864). | 

It was this necessity, and the fact that the 
Moline Water-Power Company would not relin- 
quish its bold upon the water-power without the 
payment of anextravagantly large sum of money, 
that brought the United States toincur so much 
trouble and expend so much lexislation on the 
subject, and, finally, to make a contract with 
provisions so liberal to the Water-Power Com- 
pany; but reserving what was of vital impor- 
tance to the United States, viz., the full owner- 
ship and control of this channel of the river, and 
the means of providing a water-power for its 
shops. 

The necessity that the United States should 
hold this channel of the river and the sbore of 
the island is much greater dnd stronger now 
than is.was twelve years ago. | 

In connection with the importance of this 
feature of the subject, | would invite your at- 
tention to the history given in the last half of 
the first chapter of Ordnance’ Memoranda No. 
20 of the long, hard, and persistent attempts 
made by private parties from 1833 to 1864 to get 
a foothold on the island, on its shores, or to get 
hold of the water-power; of the unwearied 
efforts of prominent officers and statesmen to 
repel these attempts, because the United States 
would some Cay want the island for the very 
purposes for which it is now being used; and of 
the heavy cost to the United States of the few 
cases where parties did get hold of the water- 
powen or gel a foothold on the islaud, as sbown 
by the history of the labors of the Rock Island 
Commission in 1566, the legislation of Con- 
gress, aml, finally, the large amounts of money 
paid to get back what had bequ given away. 

After all the United States has endured and 
paid, it does seem that it has gome rigbt to hold 
on to its own property. If it does not do this 
and lets it go, it is probable that the pert gen- 
eration wil] buyit back at an enormous advance, 
as before. and condemn this generation for let- 
ting it go. 


RUSSIAN REVOLUTIONISTS. 


Killed by Orders of a Revolutionary Com- 
mitteee-A Remarkable. Document—The 
Assassination of Vrince Krapotkine, the 
Governor of Khbarkoff. 

Corresvondence New 
Lonpon, March 6.—The cable will have in- 
formed you of the strange proclamation which 
was placarded on the walls of St. Petersburg in 
reference to the murder of the Governor of 

Khbarkoff. The document conveyed the open 

declaration that the death of the Prince was the 

work of an emissary of the Nihilists, and that 
the blow was inflicted in reyenge for the acts of 
cruelty attributed to him at the time of the dis- 
turbances among the University students: 

Prince Krapotkine, as you will remember, at- 

tended the ball of the daughters of the

had almost reached the Government House in 
his carriage, when, in rounding a street-corner, 
he was shot with a revolver by some persou 
who, apparently, had stepoed/lightly up on the 
step of the carriage in order to take deliberate 
aim. The Prince was lying back iu the carriage, 
and received the buliet through bis cloak and 
left epaulet, and the further course of the shot 
splintered the collar-bone and penetrated deep- 
lv the unfortunate Governor’s breast.

(2) He falsely reported to the 
Minister of the Interior, on the subject of the 
last disturbances at the University of Kbharkofl, 
that the polite had been attacked by the students, 
whereas in reality it was the/jatter who, by his 
owt orders. bad first been flagged with Cossack 
whips. (3) He is Girectly responsible far 
the- ferocious and barbarous treatment of poltt- 
ical prisoners at Borisoclebsk. and bis name ts 
intimately connected with the historv of the 
Centra! prison in that town. bete he was gut 
of the foilowing acts. (a) After the invalid 
prisoner Piotnikc® bad beer put in chains, the 
other prisoners transmitted to Krapotkin a 
memorial in which the revolting conduct of the 
chief jailer was set forth. The jailer, irritated 
at this ster, deprived the prifoners of the privi- 
lege of obtaining food from outside, reduceti the 
time akowed for taking exercise, put chains on 
sick prisoners, abolished their extra rations, and 
at last caused the openumęs over the cell doors 
to be boarded up to the exclusion of all veutila- 
tion.

Prince potkin not oniy rejected 
their petition, but after they had passed seven 
days without tasting food, and after several of 
them were no | able to rise from their beds, 
he sent to the prison an oflicer who deceived 
them by falsely promising compliance with all 
their requests, andthus again condemned them 
to a continuance of the wretched existence 
which they bad previously resolved to terminate. 
By a series of similar measures Prince Krapot- 
kin reduced the prisoners to a condition which 
was equivalent to that of being buried alive. 
Such are the crimes committed by Krapotkin. 
. « . Such are the causes and considerations 
that have compelled the Russian Soctalist party 
to sentence ope of its enemies to death. Death 
for death, execution for execution, terror for 
terror! This is our answer to the threats, the 
persecutions, and the oppression of the Govern- 
ment. Should the latter persevere in its old 
course, the bodies of Heyking and Mesentzoff 
will not have turned into dust before the Goy- 
erument will hear from us again.“ 

Some days before the attempt was made a 
letter was writteg to the Revolutionary Com- 
mittee by the man who undertook the execution 
of the sentences. This letter is printed with 
the manifesto. He-says: 

„Lou can well understand the feelings by 

which | am agitated when I think of the many 
martyrs and their tortures. I think of my 
half-starved, ill-used comrades, disfigured by 
the executioner. Iam haunted by the image 
of the powerful official who. tramples on hu- 
manity and who deceived the almost lifeless 
martyrs into a continuance of their wretched 
existence. The bitterness of my heart can be 
understood when | ponder over the fact that 
such barbarities remain unpunished; that noth- 
ing interferes with the quietude of that man’s 
life, and with his enjoyment of all earthly bliss. 
The Russian public must be informed that a 
similar indignation and a similar desire stir the 
feelings of every bonest man. It must be told 
that so long as its Jethargy-lasts it can only 
participate in the funeral rites of persons in 
high places. To all appearances the revolu- 
tionists are bold, and determinéd to proceed in 
the confitut they have commenced. The police 
has 80 far been thwarted in its attempts to dis- 
cover either the murderers of Prince Krapotkin 
or of Gen. Mesentkoff.

How a Democratic Member of Congress Se- 
cured His Election, 
From Our Own Correspondent.

Have been Deputy Clerk of Brevard County, 
Deputy Collector, and Assessor of Taxes; acted 
some time as Deputy Sheriff in 1878; had acted 
as Special Registration Clerk in Brevard Coun- 
ty; have no knowledge that any notices, stating 
that offices or vacancies were to be filled at the 
election in 1878, were posted in Brevard County ; 
had charge of the Clerk's office, and the books 
and papers therein, on the llth and 12th of 
November, 1878, bat never found any 
registration books there. I gave Mr. Lee, the 
Clerk, to understand that the election in Brevard 
County might have to be manipulated, and re- 
quested him not to furnish any registration-list 
to the Inspector of Election.

Under their leadership the 
party has been carried to disaster in every en- 
gagement with the enemy, and the time is at 
hand when they should cheerfully acquiesce in 
a change of commanders. 

Civilization and Concealed Weapons. 
Nashville (Tenn.) Banner (Dem.). 

Perhaps there is no more characteristic index 
of the stage of civilization a community has 
reached than the extent and manner of carrying 
deadly weapons. Between the savage, with his 
bow at his back, and the genuine gentleman 
who would blush at the thought of carrying 
concealed upon his person 4 menace against his 
neighbor’s life, the gap is wide, and just as wide 
as the extremes of man’s social condition. 
There is not so great a difference between the 
frontiersman who slings his grim Colt to his 
belt, and the young blood of our Southern 
towns who bestows his pretty Smith & Wesson 
snugly at bis hip. The young man is a little 
further on in the scaie; but in his case civilizing 
influeuces appear to have spent themselves on 
externals, for at the bottom the tastes of both 
are the tastes of barbarians, and the will that 
adopts the means implies the desire of blood- 
shedding, and that both share with the savage. 
The plea of self-protection only proves the low 
state of civilization where such defense is needed, 
and the suspicion that one’s life is in dauger at 
the hands of his fellows is suggested by the con- 
sciousness of a savage imstinct ip one’s own 
heart. The creese of the Malay, the stiletto of 
the Igalian assassin, and the knife of the Span- 
ish bravo, are not surer proofs of savage in- 
stincts than the carefully-concealed pistol of the 
2 man of Tennessee. This habit of carry- 
ng capcealed weapons has been called an evi- 
dence of a cowardly nature; but the fault is a 
more serious one than physical cowardice. It 
is the evidence of a low social and moral state 
in the community which countenances it, and of 
defective moral training and low conscience in 
the person who indulges it. The opportunities 
for crime are too many that men should will- 
fully keep ip easy reach the means for the com- 
mission of the deadliest, and escape the moral 
responsibility for criminal intent. When strong 
social vondemnation makes this practice in- 
famous; when education shall have quickened 
the public conscience; when the pulpit shall 
have done its duty against this unchristian 
habit; when the press -shall have fearlessly 
epoken its powerful reprobation, then this bar- 
barous custom will cease, and public opinion 
will have accomplished what legislation has 
been powerless to perform, and the new gen- 
eration wiil be further along than we toward 
the social Millennium. 


TENEMENT-HOUSE REFORM. 


A Practical Scheme for the Improvement 
of the Lodgings of the Poor—A Good Work 
on Business Principles. 

New York Evening Post. 

A number of gentlemen of this city have 
formed an association to build a model tene- 
ment-house somewhat on the plan of the Pea- 
body tenements in London. Mr. James Scott, 
of Scott Brothers, one of the gentlemen inter- 
ested in the scheme, said this morning that the 
proposition to erect a model tenement-house 
grew out of the conversation of a number of 
gentlemen, most of whom were connected with 
the dry-goods trade, who have agreed to form a 
stock company with a capital of $1,000,000, of 
which 10 per centum shall be paid in when the 
organization is completed. With tnis sum it is 
proposed to erect a model tenement building 
somewhere between Sixtieth and Eightieth 
streets and Second and Ninth avenues, which, 
while it will furnish greatly superior accommo- 
dations to the wretched abodes in which men of 
the laboring class are obliged to live, will at the 
same time return a fair profit on the money in- 
vested. 

Mr. Scott said that he had recently returned 

m London, and while in that city had closely 
examined the Peabody tenements and the work- 
ing of the plan. He found that these buildings 
invariably improved property in their neighbor- 
hood, that they were always fully tenanted, and 
that they yielded an annual dividend of 4%½ per 
centum. He thought that similar buildings 
could be erected in this city and made to yield 
an annual income of more than 6 per centum 
per annum on the money invested. It is pro- 
posed to secure sixteen lots of ground, situated 

at the end of a biock, so that a frontage of 200 

feet on three streets can be obtained, and on 

this ground to erect the first building, which 

will de of brick, five stories in hight, with a 

central courtyard 100 feet square. There 

will be three entrances to this court- 
yard, one from each street, and the en- 
trances to the building will be from the court- 
yard. Although no definite plans have yet been 
submitted, it is probable that a central hallway 
eight or nine feet wide will be laid out on each 
floor, continuing around all parts of the build- 
ing. Wide staircases will connect these floors, 
and there will also be one or more elevators in 
the building. The rooms will be arranged on 
either side of this ballway, and will be lighted 
and receive air either from the street or the 
court vard, except in that part of the buildin 
in the centre of the block on the opposite side 
from the courtyard, which will rece‘ve light and 
air from a weil-hole. Every room in the build- 
ing will receive direct light and air, and there 
will be no dark or inner rooms. The building 
will be in charge of a janitor, who will have 
general supervision of the building, and en- 
force all necessary sanitary measures. The 
rooms will be lofty, and will be of large dimen- 
sions. 

All washing and drying of clothes will be 
done on the roof of the building, which will be 
surrounded oo all sides by a parapet brick wall 
six feet bigh. It is thought that the better 
class of the tenement population will be clad to 
avail themselves of such an opportunity to se- 
cure @ pleasant nome. Mr. Scott said that 
while no offensive system of espionage would 
be established, yet any tenant who proved him- 
self of a quarrelsome temperament or failed to 
observe the sanitary regulations of the house 
would not be permitted to remain in the house, 
while, as a further inducement for the tenants 


to keep their rooms clean and in order, it is pro- 


posed that one-third of the profits above 6 per 
cent shall be divided among those tenants who 
pay their rent prompd@y and prove themselves 
honest and industrious, and observe all the sani- 
tary regulations of the building. 

It is the intention of the association when the 
ground is secured tocall for 10 per centum of 
the capital stock, and at ouce begin the erection 
of the building. When this building is com- 


» pleted, if it shall prove as profitabie an invest- 


ment as Mr. Scott thinks it undoubtedly will, 
another 10 per centum will be called for and 
another building erected until ultimately the 
entire capital stock of $1,000,000 is expended. 
Of the profits above 6 per ceatum one-third will 
be distributed among the tenants, while the 
other two-thirds will constitute a reserve fund 
lor the erection of other buildings. 

Mr. Scott said that the men connected with 
the project were all meu of means and would 
put their own money into the scheme, and ex- 
pected tharit would pay a good profit. The 
rooms will be rented singly or in suite, and the 
reut will de as low if not lower than that now 
charged for the filthy, unbealthy accommoda- 
tions in the ordinary tenement-bouses. 


The Sale of Monticello, 
Albany Frening Journal. 

The old home of Thomas Jefferson has passed 
under the auctioneer’s bammer and been bid off 
by Jefferson M. Levy, the principal heir. for 
$10,050. 

The toved couptry-seat of the third President 
stands upon a little mountain epur three miles 
from Charlottesville, and looks down udo the 
gap through which the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail 
road now runs. It commands a view of rare 
beauty and variety. lu wational repute, Mont 
cello now stands next to Msunt Vernon, thougb 
as the rears go by, cooling political passions and 
giving fitting historical backgrouna to the great 
events of ‘61-65, the last resting piace of the 
martyred Lincola must take the second rank ia 
universa. veneration. It was here in Monticello | 


practiced that munificent hos- 
pitality w made his home known far 
and » bat which finally involved 
him 80 my ye og debt that he asked 
the Virginia lature to permit him to dis- 
pose of the-estate by lottery,—a scheme which 
was never carried put. And here on this estate 
the great advocate of civil and religious liberty 
lies buried. The author of our magna charta 
of freedom gave bis own directions for the plac- 
ing of bis mausoleum. “Choose,” he wrote, 
some unfrequented vale in the park, where is 
no sound to break the stillness but a brook 
that bubbling winds among the woods,—no 
mark of human shape that has been there,— 
unless the skeleton of some poor wretch who 
sought that place out in despair to die in. Let 
it de among ancient and venerable oaks: 
intersperse some gloomy evergreens. Ap- + 
propriate one-half. to the use of my fami- 
ly; the other to strangers, servants, 
etc. Let the exit. look ujon a small 
and distant part of the Blue Mountains.“ These 
directions were followed, and his remains rest 
in very much such a spot as Jefferson indicated. 
There are thirty graves there pow, and the sa- 
cred grounds are partly inclosed by a high brick 
wall, bat time and neglect have made sad havoc 
ofa portiou ot it. The iron gates are locked 
with rust, while Virginia creepers, grass, and 
eglantine in their season drape the crumbling 
walls. The grave of Jefferson is marked by a 
granite obelisk, nine feet high, and resting on a 
base three fect square. ‘The obelisk was made 
from a sketch found among his papers, and on 
it was place this inscription,—the date of his 
death, of course, being left blank,—* Here was 
buried Thomas Jefferson, autnor of the Deciara- 
tion of Independence, of the Statute of Virginia 
for Religious Freedom, and Father of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. Born April 2, O. S., 1743; 
died July 4, 1526.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Proposed Change in the System Now Pre- 
vailing in This Country—The Cental or 
New Hundredweight Adopted in England 
—QObjection from Chicago, N 

New York Herald. March 22. 

It is not, perhaps, very generally koown out- 
side of certain business circles that a movement 
has for some time been on foot baving for its 
object the introduction of certain radical changes 
in our general system of weights and measures. 
Both iu Great Britain aud in the United States, 
the inconvenience of the old-fashioned standard 
has been felt and admitted for a long time, 
and a desire exoressed for a new, simpler, and 
more convenient system. It bas not been found 
easy, however, to bring about the change. 
The old denominations, with the coombs.“ 
the windles.““ the bollis,“ the “ bobbets,”’ 
and* other names equally incomprehensible, 
are still in use in England; and here, not- 
withstanding the fact that we have long since 
abandoned the old arrangement of pounds, 
shillings, and pence, we still adbere substan- 
tially to the old Anglo-Saxon standards of 
weights and measures. For many years past, it 
appears, there has been a growing disposition 
on the part of those engaged in the flour and 
grain trade to have a simpler system established 
fog the transaction of — in articles of 
produce. There has been a desire to substitute 
weignt for measure in the sale of such articles, 
and to get rid of the inequalities, which are 8 
marked feature of the present standards of 
weight. This desire was intensified by the fact 
that in Liverpool, on the one band, and at San 
Francisco, on the other. such a system as that 
which was aimed at was already in use. The 
propriety of taking the necessary steps for in- 
troducing the desired change formed a frequent 
subject of discussion at the different boards of 


produce and exchange, and was the occasion of 


not a little correspondence. 

The movement has been greatly encouraged 
by what has rtcently taken place in Great 
Britain During the course of last year there 
was passed by the British Parliament what was 
called the Weights and Measures Act,”—an 
act which largely dispenses with the use of 
measures in the sale of articles of produce, and 
which substitutes weights for the same. It was 
provided by this act that all grain and dry 
product should be sold by weight only, aud that 
the imperiat pound, or pound svoirdupois, 
should be the unit of alltransactions by weight 
in Great Britain Among other things it was 
also orovided that it should be left to the Board 
of Trade to determine what multiples of the 
pouod should be adobted and made use of in 
the case of large transactions. lu conformity 
with the daties which devolved upon them, the 
Board of Trade acted in the matter, and the re- 
sult was that her Majesty was requested to give 
her sanction to the establishment of a ve 
standard, called the “‘ceatal or uew bundred-

‘The order in Council has 
simply legalized the cental or new 
weight,” but there can be no doubt that, 
weight has so largely taken the place of 
in general transactions, the new syst 
counting by hundreds will ultimately prevail, 
and the old irregular denominations of stand- 
ards will fall into disuse. 
It is the opinion of a number of merchants 
whom a Herald reporter consulted that the new 
system is a grand advance upon the old, and 
that its adoption in England must be followed 
by its adoption here. All agree in saying that 
the new or “Cental” system, as it is general! 
called, will tend greatly to the simpiification 
busipess-transactions, and that its introduction 
here would especially be a great and immediate 
gain to the grain and flour merchants. New 
York is taking an active and leading 
part in the movement. Circulars recom- 
mending the change and showing the 
desire which exists on the part of the 
Liverpool merchants that we should conform 
vur usage to theirs have been sent to all the dif- 
ferent commercial organizations throughout the 
country. In almost all directions the change 
commends itself, and from all the Boards but 
one favorable answers have been received in re- 
ply. Chicago alone hesitates. The Chicago 
Board, however, is not opposed to the new sys- 
tem ‘because of any objectionable features 
which it presents, but necausc it deems it un- 
wise to take precipitate action. But now that 
the new system is fairly in operation in the 
British Isles, and that its merits are be 
inentiv arivocated, it is confidently ex that 
Chicago will give way, and that without the 
necessity of any special legislation the desired 
change will be effected, It is the opinion of 
Mr. Grant, Superintendent of the n Ex- 
change in this city, that the new system will be 
in general use, so far, at least, as large 
tions are concerned, before the summer is far 
advanced. | q

THE BAPTISTS. 

The Baptist ministers met yesterday merntng 
at No, 71 Randolph street, the Rev. C. E. 
Hewitt in the chair. The Rev, Mr. Patterson 
sketched the sermon which he preached Sunday 
at the Michigan Avenue Church, and the Rev. 
R. P. Allison sketched his sermon of Sunday. 
The Rev, W. M. Barker, of Watseka, the Rev. 
Mr. Pierce, of Oneida, who preached at Evans- 
ton Sunday, and the Rev. Mr. ‘Griffin, of Lake 
Forest, were introduced to the Conference. 

Miss Baker and Miss Hewitt, delegates from 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
were present in the interest of the Home Pro- 
tection Petition“ now before the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the State Lezislature. The 
Union had received telegraphic communication 
to the effect that the temperance cause was in 
danger, the friends of the liquor traffic having 
swarmed to the State Capital to defeat the 
passage of the measure. Now the ladies of the 
Union desired the pastors of the city to sign the 
petition ina body. Anything that the pastors 
might do in their churches in behalf of the pe- 
tition would be thankfullv remembered. 

The Rev. Dr. Owen, of the University Place 
Church, then read a paper in explanation of the 
passages of Scripture contained in the tenth 
chapter of Hebrews, from the fifth to the tenth 
verses, inclusive. The disquisition was a col- 
lection of opinions of Biblical students, and 
suggestions by Dr. Owen, together with traus- 
lations of the original and comparisons of the 
differcnt constructions used in the translations 
from the original. 

After a short discussion of the paper, the 

Home Protection Petition was again pre- 
sented. 
Dr. Owen said that he believed that the aver- 
age man was as good as the average woman, 
umd that if rum was to pe put down by vote the 
men were capable and willing to doit. He did 
not believe in weighing down the consciences of 
women with the responsibility entailed by the 
exercise of the right of suffrage, not even on 
the rum question. : 

The Rey. Lewis F. Raymond said that Dr. 
Owen was at least fifty years behind the age. 
He (the speaker) did not believe that the aver- 
age mau was as good as the average woman. A 
large majority of the church members were 
women, aud they were citizens well as were 
the men. They were chiefly affected by intem- 
perance, and Ought in common justice to be 
allowed to havea voice in the management of 
that which cursed so many of their homes. He 
did believe in weighing down the women’s con- 
science with this measure. 

The petition was, upon vote, circulated, and 
those who chose—a majority of the resident 
pastors—signed it. 

The Conference then adjourned with prayer.

Senator Whiting’s Bill.

CaicaGo, March 24—I notice your recent 
comments on Senator Whiting’s bill, now pend- 
ing before the Legislature of this State, for the 
taxation of mortgages. 

The Senator has doubtless overlooked the 
fact thatin most of the Eastern States, from 
which money is sent to be loaned in IIlinois, all 


holders of gin are taxed.for the amount 
of the eredits which they hold. 

In New Hampshire, from which many millions 
of dollars have been sent to this State for loan- 
ing on real estate, the new iron clad”’ tax law 
takes effect this year. 

This statute provides, among other things, 
that every property-owner shall, under vath, 
schedule bis proberty of every description, in- 
cluding all mortgages, bonds, etc., and that on 
all of these—save Governmeénts—the tax shall 
be assessed. 

Now, if a New Hampshire lender is forced to 
pay taxes at home upon bis morigages made in 
iliinois, and a s compelled to pay them again 
here, the result will inevitably that the citi- 
zeus of that State will seek investments outside 
of Illinois. 

‘The present time seems inoportune in which 
to make this experiment. 

Very many of the Eastern lenders are people 
of but moderate meaus, who send funds here 
solely for the purpose of receiving the extra 2 
per cent which is here obtainable. Many of 
them have lost heavily by the general shrinkage, 
and are now exceedingly timid about investing 
their funds at the West. :

A HELLISH MURDER. 


The Killing at Marshall, Texas, of B. C. Por- 
ter, the Well-Known Actor-— Reflections 
upon Texas Justice. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

GALVESTON, Tex., March 22.—The press gen- 
erally have, doubtiess, at this moment been in- 
formed of the brutal and atrocious murder of 
Mr. B. C. Porter at Marshall, in this State, at 
the hands of Currie, one of the grizzled hell- 
hounds who loaf around and do naught but 
soak up the mean whisky of Texas villages. Mr. 
Porter was well and widely known in the South, 
and had many friends among theatre men, and 
among the admirers generally of polite and 
refined stage-acting. He was a gentleman of 
fine personal appearauce, and, with the Fifth 
Avenue Furbish Combination in a Southern tour 
some years since, made a decided and lasting 
impression. His cruel and damnabie taking-off 
for simply remonstrating against the insults of 
a monster to a defenseless woman of his troupe, 
and with hig arms “thrown up” (the Texas sig- 
nal for helplessnéss, which even the blackest- 
hearted murderer regards), bas created an in- 
tense indignation all over Texas. The common 
expreasion is that the stake could alone do clean 
and complete justice to the ogre who killed poor 
Porter. 

It is not simply to detail this atrocity, Mr. 
Editor, that we seek your columns. The blood 
of innocente is shed nearly every day in the 
great State of Texas. It has become the grate- 
ful refuge of fled monsters from ever locality 
where justice does its duty, and is allowed to 
take its due course. Ihe criminal Benches of 
Texas have to uniformly embalmed themselves in 
infamy by their reversais of the just coavictions 
of indignant juries that murder has caught, the 
cue and knows just how to kill, escape, and kill 
again. This is why men ot geutie manners are 
shot down in Texas, They dare not lift their 
eves in argument with a Texas bully. As- 
sassination, too, is secure and warmly nourished 
by the chief criminal Bench of Texas.

ENGLISH NAMES. 
Cornhill Magazine. % 

It is only after the Norman Conquest that the 
names which we now regard as distinctively En- 
clish first made their appearance. And, when 
we come to examine their forms, we find ap- 
parently a curious contradiction. The Euglish, 
as we have beeu told so often of late years, are 
a Low Dutch nation; but these so-called En- 
glish names, John, Thomas, James, Henry, 
Richard, Robert, and William, are all of them 
either Scriptural or else High German in origin. 

How can we account for this peculiarity? Not 
only were the English themselves a Low Dutch 
race, but the Normans who introduced these 
names among them were of Scandinarian de- 
scent, and therefore even lower Teutons, so to 
speak, than the English themselves. The an- 
swer to the puzzle is to be found in a universal 
tendency of mankind everywhere to choose for 
themselves or their children what seem to them 
fine or fashionable names. Accordingly, wher- 
ever a Royal family belongs to a different race 
from that which they govern, the Royal names 
rapidly spread downward, through the nobility, 
to the people at large, 

We have an instance of thisin the sudden 
outburst of German nomenclature which fol- 
lowed the advent to England of the House of 
Hanover. The loyalty of our great grand- 
fathers flooded the country at once with 
Georges, Fredericks, Charlottes, and Sophias. 
Every young man of quality was an Ernest, an 
Augustus, an mgm ora Lewis; every girl 
was an Augusta, a Louisa, a Caroline, or a Ma- 
tilda.

Now, all our familiar English Christian names 
are due to an exactly similar process. William, 
Richard. Robert, Henry, and the rest were 
originally High German designations. The 
Frankish conquerors of Gaul took them in their 
train to Laon, Soissons, and Paris. Before long 
the Romanized Celts imposed their language 
ov their masters; so that French is now a Latin, 
not a Teutonic tongue. But the people, in re- 
turn, took their names from the Frankish no- 
bles, and to this day the Komato-Ceitic inhab- 
itants of France call themselves Charles er 
Louis, after the Karls and Hludwigs of their 
Teutonic lords. When the Northinen settled in 
turn among the downs and dales of Neustria, 
they, too, adopted the bigh German designa- 
tions of their feudal superiors at Paris; and the 
Hrolfs, Grimg, Biorns, Thors, and Hacos, whose 
memory still survives in Grimonville, Borne- 
ville, Tourville, aud Haconyiile, gave way 
to the Roberts, Walters, Williams, Henrys, 
and Johns, with whom we are so familiar 
in the story of the Conquest. As soon 4s 
the Norman dynasty was firmly settled on the 
English throne, our Own ancestors again bor- 
rowed these names from the new nobility, and 
the Godrics and Godgifus of our early history 
vield place at once in the chronicles to the in- 
trusive prenomens of Normandy, Anjou, and 
Aquitaine. Thus the High Germans gave these 
words to the Celtic Romance people of Gaul, 
the Celts gave them to the Scandinavian Nor- 
mans, and the Normans handed them on to the 
Low German English.

**COWARDS IN THE DARK.”

A medica] friends of ours, who, many years 
since, visited Paris under circumstances most 
favorable to an entree to a most interesting cir- 
cle,—that of the survivors and ci-devant sup- 
porters of the Empire, —tells a capital story 
as he heard it related by the celebrated Gen.

STEPHENS’ GOLOID DOLLAR. 
Philadelphia Times. 

The proposed goloid metric dollar about 
which so much was heard last winter, and upon 
which Alexander Stephens’ Committee of Coin- 
age reported a favorable bill, has met an ignoble 
end, While the bill authorizing its coinage was 
being considered in Committee, Dr. W. H. 
Hubbell, a great theorist in finances, had struck 
off fifty goloid coins. The first was made up of 
864 parts silver, 36 parts gold, and 100 parts cop- 
per, and weighed 258 grains. Of these twenty- 
five were struck off and distributed to the Coin- 
age Committee and the heads of Departments. 
The piece was certainly a very ugly one, and 
another batch of twenty-five was struck off. 
They were each made up of 99.8 parts copper, 
52.5 parts gold, and 847.7 
silver, and weighed 
They were disposed of 
presently the bill fell through, and Dr. 
Hubbeil’s theories were heard of no more, for 
it had been shown that under the Constitutipn 
the Government could not pay a royalty on its 
cotpage,— Hubbell had a patent on the composi- 
tion,—and further, that it would be folly to coin 
such a metal, because silver would be exactly of 
the same weight, and counterfeiters could earn 
the gold by making the coin in silver. The 
goloid metric dollar was the name given to the 
second twenty-five, coined at the expense of 
Mr. Hubbell, and now a few of them have 
passed into numismatie circles, and are heid 
among the most valuabie pieces of American 
coivage. This is so because of the rarity. One 
of the metric goloids sold last week in this city 
for $100, and 8. K. Harzfeld, the coin-dealer in 
this city, has one on his catalogue for the New 
York sale here next Friday, which he holds at 
even a higher figure. Truly, the dollars that 
Dr. Hubbell planned have become more valu- 
able than he could have hoped. It is now an 
interesting question in numismatic circles who 
of the Committee of Coinage put their goloid 
dollars into the market.
